Our correspondent i* no dmbt correct in his i 
geuerai views, though perhaps they are ex- 
prtssed here a shade too strongly. In his 
particular recommendations we entirely con- 
cur. “Let the convention, ” a* he says, ‘ -nom- 
ioote such a man as McClellan or Fillmore, 
one place him upon the Crittenden Resold- 
Loti as a platform, without additions or modi- 
fication, and cacoees is sure.” We think the 
Crittenden Resolution pure and simple would 
indeed make a very admirable platform for 
tbe eooveurioc. It appears to us most com 
pletely and happily to fa'.fii oil the conditions 
of an opposition platform at the present junc- 
ture It is fully and felicitously adapted to 
.the purpose. This point we need not expand, 
as we think every intelligent reader will per- 
ctive at once its whole foroo. We respectfully 
commend the suggestion to the convention. 
With regard to the platform, however, there 
is os wr conceive but one indispensable condi- 
tion ; which is on unmistakable declaration o' 
tbe reooiu'ton to maintain the Union in its 
constitutional integrity. The people must be 
left in no dcubt on this point The conven- 
tion mu* render It dear that whatever efforts 
•boll be made for peace will be made on the 
basic of the Union of the Constitution as an 
ultimatum. It does not matter in what par- 
hcular manner this purpose is declared so 
much as that it is declared unmistakably 
This, in our judgment, is the only indispeasa- ! 
hie condition; and this condition will be ful 
filled of course. We accordingly appreaecd 
no difficulty on any essential point respecting 
tie platform. 

W itb reefed to tbe candidate, tbe question 
is in reality hardly less simple; for, odier 
things beiig equal or nearly equal, he who 
best represents the fundamental idea we lure 
just mentioned will be opt most effectually to 
combine tbe several elements of the opposition, 
and coceeqaently to prove the strongest can 
didate. Y.t other things undoubtedly will 
have to be considered, always of course in 
subordination to this fundamental idea, which 
is the suprtme thing. Tbe Several ele meats 
of the opposition are, first, the conservatives 
proper, who form the bulk of the body; sec- 
ond!} , tbe former supporters of Mr. Lincoln 
who repudiate bis ultimatum and approve tbe 
conserva'ive ul’imatum; and, thirdly, tbe un- 
conditional peace men. Toe problem of the 
convention is to find among all the American 
citistn* wno ore devoted unmia:ak*biy to the 
pAservation of tbe Union of tbe Constitution 
the one who will most effectually combine 
these elements. Who is the mao? We con- 
tent ourselves with stating the problem. We

vsntion. 

MW On the 12th of March, 1662, General 
Andrew Johnson, accompanied by Messrs 
Etherise. Maynard, and other exiles, return- 
ed to Nashville. The former came armed by 1 
the President with plenary powers os Military 
Governor of Tennessee, and upon his arrival, 
being joyously received and honored with a 
serenade, he made a speech and aw u red his 
bearers that his sole purpose was to restore 
tbe Federal Constitution and laws os they 
formerly existed. On the 18th of March, he 
issued an address to the people of Tennessee 
oAing their oo operation, and with others be 
called a 8 iate Convention, which met on May 
It, 1862. Well do we remember the fervor o 
that meeting when held in Nashville. Tua 
Sterling and incorruptible patriot, Governor 
William B. Campbell, presided, and in hi* 
remarks upon taking the chair Mid, among 
Other noble utterances, that "he wanted ol 
W bo bed been deluded into rebellion to com', 
bock and take their position aod carry out the 
principles of the proclamation of Governor 
Johnson, instead of following the false 
oed lying prophets of the Confederate 
States, who strove to keep alive the an- 
Bottual war and rebellion ; he wanted to stop 
further bloodshed aod suite; be could enter 
tain no unkind feelings for tbe Landrail and 
thousands of our own blood relations, who 



were embattled in this rebellion against their 
government He felt toward th?m a’l the 
sympathies of a devoted friend, and his main 
dteire was to see them saved from ruin and 
brought bark to their allegiance; hs desi-ad 
this in justice to their relatives at home who 
Were consistent Union men, oa' conil not 
oontrol their sons; he wanted to act in such a 
manner that good order might be restored 
and we m ght all be one people a* we were 
before the revolution commenced .” 

Andrew Johnson wie upon the same 
stand with Gov. Campbell, and, when he ad- 
drcKed the immense audience, ha said "ha 
had rot intended to speak; he wanted the 
people assembled to proclaim it as tu-ir act- 
ing, and merely the initiative one, to be fol- I 
lowed by others, which he trust:*! would re J 
.suit in the triumphant restoration of Touaes- 
see to the Federal Union. - ’ He rejoiced that 
all partisan feelings hai been merged j a p*. 
triotic determination, and, turning to Gov. 
Campbell, he said: 'This is the proudest day 
of my life, to stand here with yon, despite 
cur past differences on pirty issues, contead- 
, ing for the restoration of the Union, and 
standing under the SArs and stripes. - Let ms 
take yen by the hand, and let us together 
piedge lasting devotion in our efforts to pre- 
serve the Federal Government. If it goes 
down let as not survive it, bat let us os buried 
beneath the rains of the Union upon the 
field of battle, and wrapped in the proud old 
fi*g of enr country. Let ns make no in- 
quiry into the political antecedents o 
those who rally under that banner with 
ns, bnt let our only question be, ‘Are you 
for tbe Union?’ Let ns clasp hands and swear 
that tbe last drop of our heart’s blood ahaj j be 
poured ont upon its altar as our lost libation 
for its preservation. Let ns remember that 
one great question underlies all others. 
Slavery and abolition may appear ae jarring 
»nd antagonistic*! elements on the ear lace, 
bnt he said what be knew and speke as he 
lilt, when he declared that the great principle 
of free popular government, based upon man’s 
capabil ty to govern faimselt, was the vital 
question to be solved. Thi* Union founded on 
popular judgment and a written confutation 
mutt survive or perish. All other issues Wore 
mere pretexts.”

A blunder was made, onr armies had to fall 
back, and th< ir retreat was u ai as the pre- i 
text to change the whole policy of tbo war 
in violation of the pledges ui^de # by the Pres- 
ident and by Congress. 

Two years have elapsed since that fatal 
change, and we all know what its resales have 
bfen. Those whose retorn was invited by 
Andrew Johnson have been driven back into 
rebellion, and are more inveterate enemies 
than ever. Have we gained territory ? The 
superficial observer may reply readily that we 
have, but examine closely aad see how it 
stands. In May, June, and July, 18C2, the 
entire State of Kentucky was completely at 
peace, with the bare exception of a small Mor- 
gan raid; now the whole Slate is overrun by 
roving rebel bands, and a Federal officer can- 
not travel in safety in any part of the State. 

In tbe indicated period of 1862, Middle and 
West Tennessee was almost all in quiet cub- 
musion to the Federal power, without a gar 
risen at Nashville, and with do obstruc- 
tion to the lines of travel. How is it 
now ? Several heavy fortifications are 
necessary for protecting Nashville, Mar- 
freednro, and other points, and at no part is 
a Federal eoldicr safe outside of his camp or 
fortification. No revenue can be collected, 
tte laws cannot be enforced, and we have no 
really beneficial resells to offset the misfor- 
tunes which followed the change of political 
si nation. For practical purposes we have 
really lost West and Middle TenncaseM. A 
few farms contiguous to places fortified by 
our forces, which have been abandoned by 
rebel owners, have passed into the possessioi 
of Ft me favored speculator, and a foeble at- 
tempt made to raise a little cotton on private 
account^ but, instead of the prosperity and 
thrift wnich was everywhere apparent in ’62, 
wc now have deserted farm*, devastated fields, 
no fences, no crops worth the name, and the 
great portion of the country is in facta barren

Guerilla Execution at Franklin, Ky. — 
Cbaa. Clary, Lieutenant of the 12tb Keatuiky 
cavalvy, who, with a detail of ten men, On the 
morning of the 20 th, left the city in charge of 
four guerillas from the Military Prison, with 
orders to proceed to Franklin, Ky., and there 
execute them in retaliation for the murder of 
Union citizens, reports to Ool. Fairleigh that 
he has returned to Lonisville, having faith- 
fully obeyed his orders. He states that he ar- 
rived in Franklin at two o’clock, P. M., and 
fonsd Lientenant Adams there with a dotach- 
ment of twenty men from the 26th Ken- 
tucky volunteers. 8 oon after he received 
a despatch from headquarters of Louis 
ville, directing him to defer the execution 
of J. H. Cave until further orders. At 6 
o’clock in the evening he ordered the two re- 
maining prisoners, J. Bloom and N. B. Me- 
Glaeron, to prepare to meet their doom. Both 
refused to make any confessions. McGlas 3 on 
claimed that he was innocent of any crime. 
Bloom was morose, and spoke but little. Tae 
Rrv. Mr. Kidd, of Franklin, prayed with 
thvtn, aud afforded them all the spiritual com- 
fort in his power. Many citizens were on the 
ground to witness the execution. The Lieu- 
tenant placed Bloom on one side or the court- 
house, and MiGlaseon on th? other. Both of 
the doomed men appeared calm and collect- 
ed. Not a blanch or a quiver bstrayed th 
emotion of either as the guns, with the sharp, 
dread click, were brought to a "ready.” The 
order was given to fire, and the report of mus- 
ketry rang clear and startling npon the air. 
The two prisoners fell forward, bloody 
corpses, their bedies pierced with many balls. 
Their warm blood stained the green award, 
the pallor of death chilled their brows, the 
tearful ordeal was passed, and the murder of 
Union citizens was fearfully avenged. The 
Lieutenant returned to the city yesterday 
morning with his detail, bringing with him 
the guerilla Cave, snatched, as he wa 3 , from 
the very jaws of death. He is now confined 
in the bbrracks prison, and awaits the action 
of the military authorities to learn his doom. 

A Brilliant Exploit— Captuss of a 
Guerilla Band— A band of twenty-one 
guerillas, that had been operating in Oaio 
county the past few days, on Sunday night 
last crcEsed the dividing line between Butler 
and Ohio counties, aud camped about six 
miles from Morgan town. The Gray son c ma- 
ty Heme GuarCs learned of the presence of the 
guerillas, and, speedily effect ng an organiza- 
tion, mounted their horses and started on a 
rigorous pursuit. The guerilla camp was at- 
tacked about daylight on Monday morning 
The robbers were taken completely by sur- 
prise, and offered but feeble resistance. The 
Grayson Homo Guards charged down upon 
them in gallant style, wholly snrroundiug 
them and cutting of all avennes for escape, 
Four ot the gnerillas were killed by the first 
discharge ot firearms, and the remainder, like 
cowards as they are, held np their hands 
pleading for mercy, and surrendered uncon- 
ditionally. This was a brilliant exploit, and 
would reflect credit on any veteran organiza- 
tion. The Home Guards of Grayson county 
are composed of the right material, and they 
aie an honor to onr 8 tate. If we had more 
organizations possessed of their sterling char- 
acter, tbe guerillas would soon ba extermi- 
nated from the country, and order and quiet 
restored in Kentucky.

Adam Jchssor’s Defeat. — We have some 
particulars ol the brilliant fight which t>jk 
place about fight miles from Princeton, Ken- 
tucky, on Sunday morning last. Msj >r Tyler, 
of the 52i Kentucky mounted infantry, was 
stationed at the place with ninety-three nun, 
to guard tbe crossing of the road to Hopkins- 
ville, and the road from White’s Mill to Wal- 
tonia, a noted guerilla road. On the preceding 
Fr day evening he had encountered Wool- 
ward’s two bnedredand fifty men on their way 
from the fight at Hopkinsville to join Adan 
Johnson in Webster connty, and forced then 
to retreat. On Sunday morning he was sni- 
rounded in camp by Johnaon, six orsovoa 
hundred 6trong, who made a furious attack sc 
daylight M.- jor Tyler formed bis men in t 
good position, and gave battle, with determi 
cation written on every mas s face to win ot 
die. The conflict was fierce and bloody'foi 
about an hour, when tbe rebels retired whip- 
ltd and discomfited, with a loss of nearly 
fifty killed and many wounded, Johasot 
among the number, who had both eyes shr 
ont by a ball through bis temple. His Lieu 
trr ant-Colonel (rioery) wa* wounded in th< 
leg, BLd bis Adjutant (Bntlock) and fou’ • 
otters were taken prisoners. Too 52 i iost om 
killed and five or six wounded. Johuson’i 
forces fell Lack about two miles, toward Prov- 
idence, and Major Tyler remained master o 
the field. The Major and hi9 little ban! o’ 
heroes deserve great credit for this spirits: 
triumph over a largely superior force. 

A Bekoic Skirmish — A Brigade .f Rsr.su 
Rbfulsbd — T he 6ih and 9th Illinois cavalry, • 
commanded by Col. Mro.t. Starr, under ths 
direction of Col. Coon, commanding the 21 
brigade, bad a tbarp conflict with a brigai* 
of rebels on the 13 Jr inst., at Hurricane Creek. 

It has not been previously noted, and recultci 
in such a display of heroism by the veteran] 
of the Cth and 9 h that it is worthy of specie! 
mention. Col. Starr, perceiving an attempt 
to flank bis force, attacked the rebels with 
sneb impetuosity, that, though they were 
double his number, he drove them a distance 
o' five miles, until, coming np with tbeir main 
bedy, they were able to make a stand, aid, 
tbe pursuit being over, Col. Starr fell back. 
Where tee rebels were first attacked, thirteen 
of them were found dead. The rebel brigade, 
thus pushed by half its lumbers, was com 
mended by Chalmers, and G-m. Forrest wa* 
in tbe vicinity. Such is a brief 8*atem?nt cf 
a most brilliant engagemeat. The conduct 
of the Union soldiers engaged was jns; what 
was to be expected. The 6th and 9:h regi- 
ments gal’autly ie (dieted at tbe expiration 
of their thiee years term of service. Th^y 
are wor by of tbeir brave commander, OoL 
Sterr, who entered the service a* a private, 
aLd has been advanced, step by step, to his 
present position for deeds of bravery aud sol- 
dietly bearing under all circnmeUncrs. Oar 
Ices in this battle was seven killed and sev- 
eral wounded.

$Oo' Vhe secret of Gen. Grant's late move- i

World: The operations on the north bank of j 
the James were mere feints in order to de- : 
ceive the enemy, and the object wasmost ef- 1 
rectnally accomplished. Gen. Hancock was j 
sent to make a demonstration on the north ! 
side of the James for the purpose cf leaiicg j 
the rebels to believe that the taeatre of war 
was to be transferred to the vicinity of For* j 
Dnrling. The point he secured on the 14 h j 
inBt. was one from which heavy blows could 
be struck at the defences of Richmond should 
it brooms desirable to do so. General 
Lee probably saw this, and reinforced the 
rebel position, at ths same time that 
reinforcements were sent to General Hancock, 
in order to enable him to hold his newly ac- 
quired ground. The movements of onr forces 
were eo carefully concealed, however, that it 
was stetesar; that eomsthing should be done 
to develop onr strength and determine if onr 
here in front of Petersburg had been materi- 
ally weakened. Hence the heavy artillery 
firirg on Wednesday, which was but feebly i 
replied to for sufficient reasons. Tko objective j 
pcint was therefore carefully concealed from 
the enemy, aod the demonstrations of General ' 
Hancock toward Fair Oaks and beyond Mu-1 { 
vern Hill tended still more to blind the rebel ■ 
Generals as to the real purpose. When every - 
thieg was prepared the 5:h corps was throw* 
around rapidly, and accomplished the 
object of seizing the Wsldsn Railroad al- 
most unmolested. troops were found 
there to oppose the execution of the 
movement, and operations for tbe siege of Pe- 
tersburg were promptly inaugurated. It does 
not appear that the lines recently secured by 
tbe 2d corps have been snrreadered, or that 
the troops have been withdrawn to the south 
back of the James. It is represented tha: the 
canal Is progressing favorably, by which we 
infer that the ditching of Dntch Gap is som> 
thing more than a mere experiment. Genera! 
Warren, upon advancing from the position he 
occupied on tha Weldon road, met the enemy 
in force, and had a severe engagement. Tne 
10th corps also appears to have been involved 
in tbe movement, and lost quite heavily. 
Nearly every day last week battles of greater 
or less magnitude were foaght, consequent 
upon the manoeuvres of our various corps.

It surpasses the love of painting and 
the love of ocean scenery, in the same man- 
ner that the love for a beautiful child sur- 
passes, in the simplicity of its character and 
the elevation of its tone, the admiration for 
matured female beauty. By the encouraging 
pbaee of horticultural enthusiasm we refe 
not so much to its cultivation by little girls, 
rr man tic maidens, and the dowager heir >3?, 
who harmonizes between her devotion to her 
w bite poodle and her beautiful posies, bat by 
tbe man of toil and the man of culture aod 
action, who finds in the flower garden a relief 
and relaxation from tbe burdens and the 
storms of life. 

There is col in tbe whole circle of beauti- 
ful eights one to be compared with a well 
p'arufd and elegantly selected garden in 
luxuriant bloom. When we behold each a 
spectacle in a crowded thoronghfare of the 
city, it throws a graceful charm upon tha en- 
tire neighborhood. Man is a creature of sen- 
timent in bis most common-place features. 
The influence of the sublime and ihe beanti- 
ful ie a natural rule over the hnman mind O t 
all ihe romantic sentiments in man there i? 
none more pleasiDg than tbe way of ihe beau- 
tiful. The mellow bloom of the ro3e— the 
delicate w bite of the lily — tbe elegant petal* 
of the flower have a durable power over us. 
Such influences constitute nature's polish 
of the raw material of mra. It is not

J7ratfd Bread — A correspondent of the 
Newark Daily A'-rertiser gives the following 
account of the process of malting asrated 
bread •» ti e N- w Jersey S ate Ln.atic Asy- 
I lum: 

“In a room, on one side of which are the 
openings to a huge oven, there stands on a 
pla'fo ni somewhat el-va'ed, a cast iron, glob- 
ular vessel about the size of the largest size 
geographical globe. It is made of cast iron, 
very strong. In'o it were put salt and water, 
at d thre ugh a funnel a barrel of flour was 
dipped in. In the next room is a pretty li tie 
steun engine, whfoh a lady would call “a dear 
little thing” — about as big as the top of her 
work tab’e. This is now set to work. It 
mingles the ingredien’s. It then pumps out 
ihe air from the globe, which has been now 
strongly fastened. When the register indi- 
cates that the wo k is complete, the samr pow- 
er is employed to pump in ajain; not air, but 
carbonic acid gas. Thi? is geurreted by 
means of marble dust and sulphuric acid in the 
orcinary way, acd deposited in csst-iron re- 
ceivers like soda-water fountains. The mix- 
ing of the material*, the pumping out, the 
pumping in, and the pressure of steam, is all 
indicated by registers which accurately enable 
the employers to know what they are doing. 
A few m- nates complete the process. Now
